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Phone Co. Gears For Busy Christmas Day 


Toys and telephone calls both 
play a part in Christmas, and Ma 
Bell is gearing up for her busiest 
day of the year when she’ll be 
processing holiday calls across 
the country and to points around 
the world. 


New England Telephone ex- 
pects to handle about 1.6 million 
long distance calls Christmas 
Day. This anticipated volume of 
calls is approximately the same 
as the amount handled last year. 


AT&T predicts a nation-wide 
record total of about 13.7 million 
interstate calls this year, in- 
cluding about 500,000 overseds 
calls. 

The weather plays a part in the 
actual calling volumes each 
year, since poor weather ccn- 
ditions mean that more peop’e 
will stay home and call rathe: 
than travel to see friends. 


Local telephone manager 
Laurence Gibson offers the 
following tips for persons who 
plan to make long distance calls 
during this day of heavy calling. 


- - Place calls before 6 p.m. on 
Christmas Eve, or on Christmas 
afternoon. These are the slackest 
holiday periods, although they 
are still relatively busy. 

- - Dial long distance calls 
directly to save money and time. 
Domestic direct dial rates - - no 
matter what the hour - - are 
lower than for operator-assisted 
calls. 

- - Check time differences 
between the U.S. and other coun- 
tries. It may mean the difference 
between reaching a friend on 
Christmas or the day after. 

- - Call directory assistance, 
only if necessary, before the big 
day for long distance numbers. In 
some foreign countries directory 
assistance operators are not 
available on Christmas, so it is 
necessary to obtain needed 
overseas numbers before Christ- 
mas too. For overseas numbers, 
dial ‘‘0’’ for operator and request 
directory assistance for the 
desired country. 

- - Call an overseas location 
only if you are ready to talk. 
AT&T will not take advance re- 
quests for Christmas calls to the 
32 countries that can be dialed 
directly from telephones 
equipped for that service. The 
company has found that more 
calls can be completed faster 
during heavy calling periods if

they are placed when the caller 
wants to talk. 

These countries include An- 
dorra, Australia, Austria,

operator-assisted calls, until 11 
p.m. when the night and weekend 
discount wil apply. 

Gibson said that Christmas 
also means a major shift in 
customer calling habits. 

‘On holidays, most people call 
from their suburban or rural 
homes and depart from normal 
business day calling, which is 
heavist between metropolitan 
areas. 

‘These holiday calls last about 
twice as long aS an average 
business” call and ‘cause heavy 
calling on normally low volume 
routes in our switching 
network,’’ Gibson said. 

To gear up for the busy day, the 
Bell System will add about 3,200 
calling pathways to the telephone 
network and have thousands of 


employees working to complete 
as many calls as possible. Vir- 
tually the entire force of 3,000 
overseas operators, for example, 
will work at six AT&T Long Lines 
operating centers throughout the 
nation, since twice the number of 
overseas calls made on an 


average business day is ex- 
pected. «= 

The calling patterns are watch- 
ed closely by Bell System 
network managers who scan 
worldwide traffic flow and, when 
necessary, channel calls along 


alternate routes.

“NEW SLANT” 
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A Student Teaches English In China 


Returning 
To Taiwan 


By Linda S. Corbett 

When you go back, people 
have been joking to Linda 
Sagaser, ‘’tell them to make 
bigger sizes.”’ 

On December 30, Linda 
returns to Taiwan, the island 
off the coast of China once 
known as Formosa, and the 
seat of the National Chinese 
government. 

‘‘Made in Taiwan’’ labels 
have become very familiar 
here on electronic items and 
clothing, and somehow the sizes 
run smaller, as the Chinese 
themselves are smaller. 

Linda, who’s not so big 
herself as to notice, went to 
Taiwan's capital city of Taipei 
almost two years ago to study 
Chinese, and found herself 
teaching English and English 
literature in return. 

This stint will be a shorter 
one, and she hopes to be 
accepted for graduate studies 
in Far Eastern languages at 
Harvard, Cornell, or the 
Universities of Michigan or 
Hawaii, beginning in 
September. 

A graduate degree, even a 
Ph.D., is almost necessary, she 
goes on, since the big surge of 
interest in China began about 
three or four years ago. 

‘A lot of radicals got into it 
for the Mao, New China part of 
it,’ she says. There are also a 
lot of people in it now with mis- 
sionary backgrounds. 


~ housing”’, 


Linda’s interest in Chinese 
actually began even earlier 
because, she says, ’’of boys.” 

Phillips Academy had 
brought in a Chinese teacher 
and the boys (PA had not yet 
merged with Abbot) were not 
signing up in sufficient 
numbers. So a group of Andover 
High students, Linda among 
them, took the course. 

She continued Chinese at 
Brown University but, she says, 
it's taught here ‘‘as a dead 
language, like Latin.’’ After six 
years, she decided she should 
either drop it, or do something 
with it. 

Upon graduation she worked 
for Wang Laboratories, and 
then applied to the Experiment 
in International Living, for the 
trip to the Far East. (It wasn’t 
her first trip abroad by any 
means, and she had spent her 
junior year in college at the 
University of Edinborough. ) 

Once in Taiwan, Linda dis- 
covered that ‘‘everyone is dying 
to study English,’ the inter- 
national business language, and 
she was never wanting for 
students. 

She found a room with a 
Chinese family - a mother, 
grandmother, and two 
voungsters - in ‘‘immigrant 
where every front 
door is painted red for good 
luck. Most of the apartment 
dwellers in this area had either 
come up from south of Taiwan,

the Mainland, or were 
“Overseas Chinese.” 

It's true, Linda says, that the 
Chinese eat a lot of rice - at 
three meals a day - sometimes 
with vegetables or meat on top, 
sometimes not. 

In any case it didn’t appeal to 
her for breakfast and she often 
stopped at a “‘breakfast stall’’ 
that was set up near her bus. 

There a man from Shantung 
Province offered special 
crullers and ‘‘really delicious” 
bean curd milk. 

Linda first studied both Man- 
darinese (the new, common 
language being taught on the 
Mainland) and Taiwanese, at 


the Taipei Language Institute. 

All schools must have a 
statue of Confucius out front, 
she savs, surrounded by beds of 
azaleas. ‘The schools are also 
very damp and cold, as they 
have no heat and are very open 
to the elements. 

Her English teaching began 
at a textile company, and last 
summer she taught a group of 
Chinese tax collectors. 

It's a common practice for 
Chinese companies to have 
‘outings,’ she says, and cam- 
ping was one of the favorites. 

Camping in Taiwan is very 
civilized, however, because the 
island is so small, that unless 
vou get into the interior country 
of the aborigines, it’s not very 
rugged. 

They take along their rice 
bowls and chop sticks for in- 
stance, the equivalent to taking 
along the china and silver in a 
tent here.

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WASHINGTON — In the ex- 
ecutive suites of almost all the 
top defense contractors are 
retired admirals and generals 
who are on a first-name basis 
with the Pentagon’s big brass. 

What branch of the govern- 
ment spends the most money? 
The military. Who is an expert 
on Pentagon red tape? An ad- 
miral or a general. So make him 
a corporate vice president. 

By our own count, more than 
1,400 high-ranking military of- 
ficers have left the armed forces 
to accept jobs with defense con- 
tractors in the last five years. 
Northrop Corporation, for exam- 
ple, has hired 53 former Defense 
Department employees since 
1969. 

Here are a few other typical 
examples: 

— Boeing is the prime con- 
tractor for Minuteman missiles. 
It has hired at least four senior 
Pentagon officials who had 
jurisdication over Minuteman 
missiles. 

— Rockwell International 
produces B-1 bombers for the 
Air Force.

Defense Contractors Hire the Brass

ranges. The company now has on 
the payroll McLean Elliott who, 
as an Air Force general, has 
been in charge of budget plan- 
ning for test ranges. 

The fine art of gaining con- 
tracts, unfortunately, depends as 


much on political influence as 


professional competence. Some- 


times, political influence is 


bought for cash under the table. 

In the past, for example, we 
have reported how the Lockheed 
Corporation passed out $200 
million to people in high places 
around the world. Now we've 
learned where most of the 
money went. 

Payments were made to the 
air force chief in Colombia, the 
minister of defense in Italy and a 
high air force official in Mexico. 
Of course, Lockheed has been 
heavily subsidized by the Ameri- 
can taxpayers. 

So at least indirectly, our tax 
money has been used to pay off 
foreign officials to encourage 
them to buy Lockheed airplanes. 

Political Football: Presi- 
dent Ford is quietly preparing 
for the New Hampshire presi- 
dential primary next February. 
Like the football lineman he 
once was, he plans to charge, 
head-on, into his rival Ronald 
Reagan. 

The political pundits are pre- 
dicting Reagan will beat the 
President in New Hampshire. 
But Ford has quietly put together 

idabl izati hich 


will soon start to blitz New 
Hampshire voters with letters, 
telephone calls and door-to-door 
solicitation. 

The President believes he can 
defeat Reagan in two of the 
three states in which Reagan is 
making his strongest, early 
effort -- New Hampshire and 
North Carolina. The other state, 
Florida, will be a tougher nut to 
crack. 

Soused Soldiers: The Pen- 
tagon has asked Congress for $30 
million next year to combat 
alcoholism in the armed ser- 
vices. 

Yet the military brass en- 
courage drinking by selling 
booze at cut-rate prices and 
holding frequent drinking par- 
ties. Liquor sales are used to 
subsidize recreational activities, 
military shops and even li- 
braries. 

It’s no wonder, then, that there 
are twice as many alcoholics in 
uniform, percentage-wise, as in 
mufti. In Europe, for example, 
the average military family 
drinks nearly three times more 
than their civilian counterparts 
in the United States. 

‘‘Buy American’’: Presi- 
dent Ford has called upon us to 
buy products made in America. 
This is necessary, he said, to 
maintain our trade balance. 

Some of his own associates, 
however, have paid no attention. 
Secretary of the Treasury 
William Simon, for example, 
drives a silver Mercedes. 
Transportation Secretary 
William Coleman motors 
around in a blue one. 

Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld drives a Volvo, and 
Housing Secretary Carla Hills 
prefers a cream-colored Audi. 

Christmas Story: The news- 
papers have been full of un- 
favorable stories about the late 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover. 
We were the first to expose 
Hoover's excesses in a series of 


columns back in 1970 and 1971. 
But we have just discovered 
another side of Hoover that, in 
fairness, should be told. 

For 32 years, he directed a 
quiet effort every Christmas to 
bring food and toys to more than 
1,300 needy families. He collected 
the Christmas loot from rich 
friends such as toy manufacturer 
Louis Marx. Then Hoover 
assigned the FBI to find families 
that were most in need of the 
donations. 

He personally supervised the 
distribution, as if it were a top- 
secret FBI operation. 

Soviet Secret: Confidential 
cables from Moscow report that 
the Soviet people still haven't 
been told about the massive 
Soviet grain purchases in this 
country. A spokesman at the 
Soviet embassy explained that 
the Kremlin “didn’t want to ar- 
rouse panic among the people.” 

Pot Projects: At least 18 sep- 
arate government research pro- 
jects involving marijuana are 
now underway. Tests have been 
peformed on military men, chim- 
panzees, dogs and even albino 
rabbits. Here are some of the un- 
published results: 

— The CIA injected mari- 
juana, in varying decses, into 
male albino rabbits. Those that 
got the big doses died within one 
minute. But the smaller doses 
merely caused the rabbits to 
become hyperactive. 

— Researchers for the Drug 
Enforcement Administration fed 
marijuana to six trained chim- 
panzees. It cost the taxpayers 
more than $50,000 to find out that 
marijuana makes monkeys hun- 


— The Army’s experiments 
with pot smokers showed that 
heavy smoking caused lung 
damage. But otherwise, the 
marijuana cigarettes didn't 
reduce GI efficiency noticeably.

Homework Policy 
Implemented 


The homework policy imposed 
by the school committee a year 
ago has been implemented ‘‘quite 
satisfactorily,’’ Associate 
Superintendent Harry Westcott 
reported Tuesday night. 

However, Westcott said in 
revealing the results of a survey 
of administrators, there are 
several requests for review of 
the policy, particularly on the 
elementary level. 

Westcott said he had par- 
ticularly pursued reports that 
teachers have been telling pupils 
they are easing up on homework 
asignments because of their job 
action. 

However, he said, only one 
principal found one teacher who 
had made such a comment. 

A lot of elementary people, 
Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert added, question the 
amount of time required for 
homework on the primary level, 
particularly in the first grade. 


According to Westcott, prin- 
cipals of all nine schools reported 
that they were familiar with the 
homework policy as passed by 
the school committee and had 
had orientation sessions for their 
teachers on it this year. 


Most of the principals reported _ 
that homework has been con- - 


scientiously administered by 
teachers and department heads, 
and reported that the quality and 
quantity of homework is as good 
or better than last year. In some 
cases, Westcott reported, ‘‘in-

creased sense of purpose and 
communication with parents”’ 
have actually ‘‘enhanced”’ the 
policy. He added that no com- 
plaints of illegible homework 
have been received at the central 
office. 

The majority of schools 
reported no significant 
diminishing trend in homework. 
However, Westcott said that a 
couple responses reflected a lack 
of enthusiasm for homework on 
the part of some teachers, with 
evidence that more pupil-group 
checking of assignments is 
carried on.

continued snow, administrators 
decided to call off school until 
the scheduled resumption of 
classes on Monday, Jan. 5. 


The action also allows some 
conservation of fuel, making it 
unneccessary to open and heat 
schools for only the single day 
on Tuesday. 

Driving conditions were 
treacherous at times 
throughout the storm period, 
but fortunately, only those who 
absolutely had to travel were on 
the highways, leaving the roads 
available for plowing 
operations. 

No accidents of a_ serious 
nature were reported to local 
police, although there was the 
usual complement of ‘‘fender- 
benders,’’ caused by the 
slippery conditions. 

Director of Public Works 
Robert E. McQuade reported 
that the town crews and private 
contractors held up well under 
the lengthy storm battle which 
began early Saturday evening. 

the initial attack continued 
through Saturday night into 
Sunday morning, with the ma- 
jority of the storm crews 
suspending operations at noon. 

But, with the storm beginning 
again, the crews were called 
back to work about 5 p.m. and 
continued through until Monday 
at 5 p.m. Some workers kept at 
the storm clearance operations 
until 10 p.m. Monday, cleaning 
up and sanding. 

Making the storm a difficult 
one to battle was the 
changeover to rain on Sunday 
night, which resulted in freez- 
ing conditions, causing a dual 
battle to be waged, that of 
pushing back the hardened, 
packed snow, plus sanding and 
salling to relieve icy, slippery 
conditions around the town. 

The constant attack resulted 
in the town being opened up and 
being kept open throughout the 
storm, McQuade said. 

Tuesday morning, plows were 
again patrolling the town, 
pushing back and making wider 
paths in roadways, originally 
made passable only. 

Some mop-up operations 
were also necessary where 
residents had thrown snow 
from driveways and sidewalks 
into the travelled way, thus 
making roads bumpy and 
slippery again. 

Some breakdowns were ex- 
perienced in equipment during 
the storm. Under the severity 
of the barrage of two storms, 
such could be anticipated, 
McQuade said, noting that 
there was little time to make 
repairs in the intervening hours 
between the first snowfall en- 
ding and the second one bring- 
ing the combined snow, rain 
and sleet. 

In one area of town, Tucker 
Road, a new area off Gray 
Road, equipment breakdowns 
became a real problem. 

A plow went in to clear the 
road, and got stuck. A grader 


call”: 


was sent to free it and also got 
stuck. A sander followed to 
provide some traction for the 
stuck vehicles and blew a 
clutch. The result: a wrecker 
had to be called to rescue all 
three vehicles. 

After giving weary storm 
crews a little rest from the bat- 
tle during the day, snow 
removal operations were 
scheduled to begin on Main St. 
Tuesday night. 

There were some equipment 
problems, but McQuade said he 
expected to have scoops in 
operation along the downtown 
business area and on some of 
the smaller side streets during 
the night hours. 

In addition to the closing of 
the schools, some firms gave 
their employees the day off as a 
safety precaution, and many 
social events planned for Mon- 
day night were either postponed 
to a later date or cancelled. 

Despite the storm, business 
activity in the downtown area 
was brisk on Monday, with 
most shoppers agreeing that 
the snowfall, which had lighten- 
ed somewhat by the time stores 
were open, provided a pleasant 
seasonal touch to their holiday 
shopping. 

Public transportation became 
a popular conveyance, with the 
Trombly Motor Coach service 
meeting their schedules pretty 
closely throughout the storm. 
The bus service proved to be 
the most popular and only 
Boston bound transit available, 
since the once-a-day MBTA 
commuter train to the Hub did 
not run Monday morning. 

The Trombly firm had a se- 
cond bus on its usual early mor- 
ning 7 and 8 o'clock runs to ac- 
commodate the commuters. 

With the storm over, Tuesday 
dawned sunny and the glisten- 
ing snow, despite its earlier 
hazards and problems, provided 
the area with a real New

Portable Classrooms 
Under Consideration 


Due for a considerable 
amount of discussion between 
now and town meeting time in 
April is a proposal by the school 
committee to purchase 28 por- 
table classrooms to relieve 
overcrowded classrooms at the 
secondary level. 


‘The matter was presented in 
a report to the school com- 
mittee at its last meeting by 


Supt. of Schools Kenneth R. 


Seifert, who informed the board 
that it was not a positive 
recommendation. 


Bringing the matter up at this 
time alerts the townspeople to 
(he possibilities and also covers 


the school department for 
meeting town meeting warrant 
deadlines. 

Cost of the proposal is es- 
timated at $756,000. 

The 28 portable classrooms 
would be used to accommodate 
700 pupils and would cost $27,- 
000 each. 

Seifert informed the com- 
mittee in his report that there 
are alternatives available to the 
town, such as double sessions 
and possibly some other 
methods of meeting the school 
housing problems which are 
now at the junior high and high 
school level. 

The superintendent noted that 


Car Cost Study Shows 


Increase In Expenses 


It costs the American motorist 
an average of $3.25 per day to 
own a car - - even if it’s never 
driven - - and another 6.45 cents 
for each mile it is driven, the 
American Automobile Associa- 
tion reports. 

The new costs figures are a 
national average based on an in- 
termediate size eight-cylinder, 
two-door hardtop sedan equipped 
with standard accessories, 
automatic transmission power 
steering, power disc brakes and 
radio. 

The AAA report, ‘Your Driv- 
ing Costs,’ breaks out car costs 
into two categories - - fixed costs, 
which the motorist pays whether 
the car is driven or not, and 
variable costs directly related to 
the number of miles the car is 
driven, 

Kixed costs amount to an 
average of $1,186 annually, or 
$3.25 per day - - an increase of 8.7 
per cent from the 1974 figure of 
$2.99 per day. Fixed costs include 
fire and theft insurance, $53; $100 
deductible collision insurance, 
#141; property damage and 
liability insurance, $189, license 
and registration fees, $30, and 
depreciation, $733. ' 

Depreciation costs increase $32 
for every 1,000 miles the car is 
driven over 15,000 miles annual- 
ly. 

Variable costs include gasoline 
and oil, 4.82 cents per mile; 
routine . maintenance, 97 cents 


per mile; and tires, 66 cents per 
mile. 

The cost of gas and oil is based 
on the purchase of unleaded gas- 
oline at an average price of 62.9 
cents per gallon. 

Variable costs have increased 
13 per cent from the 1974 figure 
of 5.70 cents per mile, AAA said. 

The average American 
motorist drives about 10,000 
miles per year, according to

Fuel, Utilities Hike Expense Budget 


School department expenses 
for the next fiscal year are up 
almost $300,000 over the current 
year on a first glance basis by 
the school committee. 

The board, meeting this past 
week, examined the initial ex- 
pense projections, finding the 
increases pretty much ‘‘close to 
home,’ in a sense, the major 
cost hikes in the area of fuel, 
utilities and maintenance of 
plant. 

Supt. of Schools Kenneth R. 
Seifert said this week he an- 
licipates the actual increase of 
$287,405, in the budget 
presented last week, to be 
reduced, considerably before be- 
ing firmed up. 

But, the superintendent ad- 
vised, it will be difficult to 
reduce some of the accounts 
dealing with plant 
maintenance. 

Most all areas of the expense 
budget remained pretty stable 
except in such areas as fuel, oil, 
electricity, gas and telephones, 
all of which have had rate hikes 
in recent months. 

Dr. Seifert also pointed out 
that the expense budget shows 
the town having to pay twice as 
much for maintenance and fuel 
costs as it will for instructional 
materials. 

As an example the amount 
budgeted for textbooks for the 
coming year shows only a two 
percent increase over a year 
ago, and these, of course, repre- 
sent the ‘‘tools’’ of education, 
so to speak. 

Costs remaining the same for 
the coming fiscal year in such 
accounts as school committee, 
administration, principals, 


- library, student body activities, 


community services, fixed 
assets and audio-visual. 

There was a Slight decrease 
in the transportation budget. 

Anticipating a possible state 
funding cutoff in the area of 
special education, the com- 
mittee approved inserting $108, - 
(0 more in the budget for this 
item this year. 

The program covers children 
in special programs in state and 
private institutions. Education 
for these youngsters is provided 
by the state at present but may 
not be funded in the coming 
vear. 

This will result in the An- 
dover budget item increasing 
zirom $63,000 to $171,000.

manager, reported to the com- 
mittee that increases of from 10 
to 20 percent can be anticipated 
in the areas of fuel oil, gas and 
electricity. This was reflected 
by an increase of $57,840 in the 
initial budget presentation. 

Also to be considered are the 
increases in custodial supplies 
which have risen sharply during 
the past year. 

The utility costs have been 
based on cold weather projec- 
tions for the schools. 

For preliminary considera- 
tion, the committee approved 
increasing the maintenance of 
grounds account from $275,065 
to $300,000. 

This was done at the sugges- 
tion of Chairman Frank Griggs 
and approved over the objection 
of Committeeman George F. 
Olesen. 

Griggs told his colleagues 
that this area had been 
neglected in recent years, the 
committee granting only 
minimum for basic 
maintenance. He felt the time 
had come to spend some atten- 
tion on this particular account. 

Insurance costs are also up, 
according to the projections. 

Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
coverage, which costs $81,100 
this year is already appearing 
lo be running at a deficit by 
about $10,000. Thus an increase 
to $110,200 is initially budgeted 
for fiscal °76-'77. 

A change in the fees for the 
school physician, the first in ten 
veurs, will require an adjust- 
ment in this account, moving 
the total from its present $6,500 
to $9,000 next year. 

Co-ordination of the guidance 
department program will result 
in an increase of $1,500 in the 
coming year. 

Teaching expenses also show 
an increase in the estimate of 
$400,000 for the coming year as

compared to $395,941 this year. 
[It is anticipated that the 
budget will be subjected to 
further review and some cut- 
ting at the Jan. 5 meeting of the 
committee at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Stowe School meeting room. 


Car Expenses 
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AAA. At 6.45 cents per mile, this 
totals $645. Adding the fixed costs 
of $1,186, the motorist pays $1,831 
per year, or 18.3 cents per mile. 

On the same basis, for a car 
driven 20,000 miles at 6:45 cents 
per mile, the running costs will 
amount to $1,290. Adding the fix- 
ed costs of $1,346, the total would 
be $2,636 annually or 13.2 cents 
per mile. 

AAA points out, however, that 
these are average cost figures 
and are meant simply to be a 
guideline for motorists who do 
not keep detailed records of their 
car costs. 

With gasoline becoming more 
expensive, AAA says a good rule 
of thumb is to remember that for 
every 10 cents per gallon in- 
crease in the price of gas, the per 
mile cost of running a car in- 
creases by one cent if the car 
delivers 10 miles per gallon, or 
one-half cent per mile if the car 
delivers 20 miles per gallon. 

Also included in the AAA 
report are average operating 
costs for small, medium and 
standard - size cars in high-cost 
and low-cost geographic areas. 
Additionally, the AAA study con- 
tains a number of gas-saving 
lips, emphasizing that weight is 
ihe most important factor in the 
miles per gallon a car delivers. 
increases in weight cause the 
greatest fuel penalty, AAA points 
oul, ranging from one to two per 
cent for every 100 pounds. The

need for good car maintenance, 
regular tuneups, proper tire in- 
flation, as well as good driving 
habits are some of the other gas- 
saving tips. 

As a part of the study on car 
operating costs, AAA included a 
suggested vacation budget for 
two people traveling by 
automobile. 


Although vacation expen- 
ditures depend on personal 
preferences, motorists’ pocket- 
books and the regions traveled, 
AAA suggests that a couple 
should plan on allowing $24 per 
day -.for meals and snacks, 
another $25 for lodging and $5 for 
gas and oil for every 100 miles to 
be driven, based on the car’s 
averaging 13 miles per gallon. 


In addition, AAA says, there 
will be expenditures for 
purchases, admissions, and 
perhaps turnpike tolls. In vaca- 
tion budgeting, AAA cautions, 
it's also wise to allow for 
emergencies.

Editorial Comment 


Ringing In The New 


Somehow or other a whole year just slipped by. 

Well, not really, but it certainly seems that way. 

It’s hard to believe that just a year ago this time, we 
had concerns about such things as the economy in the 
year ahead, the condition of the state, how Andover’s 
tax rate would stack up in the face of rising costs. 

Faced with such anxieties, we entered the com- 
mencement of the Bicentennial years, and here it is a 
full 365 days later, and looking at some of the same 
problems realistically, not much has changed. 

The state of the economy remains a questionable fac- 


tor as we enter 1976. There are promising signs, as 


there were a year ago. : 

But the employment picture in this particular area, 
remains a difficult one to view. There is, however, 
some promise, possibly, in the year ahead, as we view 


the construction work in West Andover and the hope of 
Hewlett-Packard entering the industrial climate in the 


latter part of 1976. 


Viewing the status of the Commonwealth, one can 
hardly.see relief for the already burdened taxpayers. 
While some reforms have been made to hopefully 
reduce some of the expenses, of state operations, there 
are such items as pension funds, continued attention to. © 
the human services area, and other compulsory costs 


which will be borne by Massachusetts citizens. 


It will not be an easy task, paying for the mistakes of 
the past, but it will have to be accomplished, and we the 


taxpayers will bear the difficult realities. 


Weert ee ee 
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At the local level, the number one priority should be 
to maintain the record of the past few years - - 
specifically reducing or holding the tax rate for another 
year. 


There is a ‘‘cushion’’ in the free cash account, but the 
built-in costs from prior years can rapidly erode such 
financial comfort. 


These are but a few points of review of the year about 
to pass into history. 

There is a point to be made, however. 

Passing over the aforementioned items might seem 
repetitious, almost as if “‘hasn’t this been mentioned in 
previous years,” and the fact is you would not be far 
from wrong. 


Actually, we seem to face similar problems annually —

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WASHINGTON — Washing- 
ton lobbyists come in all shapes 
and sizes, but the most influen- 
tial are former members of Con- 
gress. 

They speak the raucous 
language of Capitol Hill and are 
at home in its back rooms. They 
have easy access to their former 
colleagues. They understand the 
intricacies of political dealing. 

Their past membership even 
entitles them to buttonhole legis- 
lators directly on the Senate and 
House floors. They are also ad- 
mitted to the exclusive dining 
areas where the members eat. 

From legislator to lobbyist 
would seem to be a step down. 
But if big-name congressmen 
fade into obscurity as unsung 
lobbyists, at least their standing 
at the bank goes up. 

Take California's ex-Con- 
gressman Jerry Waldie, for ex- 
ample. As a congressman, he 
made $42,500 a year. But his 
friends report he's now earning 
$85,000 as a lobbyist. 

Most lame ducks emeritus, 
being legal eagles, prefer to 
roost in the law firms around 
Washington. There is more dig- 
nity, apparently, in lobbying as a 
lawyer. 

The legislators-turned-lob- 
byists also specialize in influenc- 
ing the committees upon which 
they formerly served. Ohio's ex- 
Congressman William Marshall,

for example, was formerly a 
power on the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. Now he is pull- 
ing down a big salary from the 
Northrop Corporation. He knows 
whom to contact when ap- 
propriations are voted for jet 
fighters. He was spotted on the 
House floor recently on the day 
of a crucial jet-fighter vote. 
Northrop, of course, manufac- 
tures jet fighters. 

Wisconsin's ex-Congressman 
John Burke likes to drop by the 
House floor when the big steel in- 
terests are threatened by en- 
vironmental bills. And on the 
Senate side, Kentucky's former 
Senator Marlow Cook has been 
seen on the floor beseeching his 
old colleagues to continue sub- 
sidizing the tobacco industry. 
And the railroad industry has 
Florida's former Senator George 
Smathers in its corner. 

The public-interest lobbyists, 
meanwhile, have to wait in the 
corridors, hoping to catch some- 
one for a moment on the way in. 

Fuddle Factory: A new 
watchdog has appeared on 
Capitol Hill to protect the tax- 
payers from government waste. 
He is none other than that big 
government spender, Senator 
Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn. 

The Senator has been going 
over the federal budget, line by 
line, and he has come across 
some incredible expenditures. 


He has told us, for example, that 
the taxpayers subsidize a tea 
tasters commission. 

There is also a federal panel 
on sunburn treatment; there's 
even a Committee on the 
Review of Laxatives. 

Most government committees 
have impressive names. But 
don't be misled by the fancy 
names. 

The Federal Aviation Adviso- 
ry Committee on Obstacle 
Clearance Requirements, for ex- 
ample, didn't hold a single meet- 
ing last year but still managed 
to spend $43,350. And the Gener- 
al Services Administration Ad- 
visory Committee for the Pro- 
tection of Archives and Records 
Centers spent $60,000 and ac- 
complished nothing. 

But the prize goes to the Task 
Force on the Modernization of 
Defense Department Specifica- 
tions, Standards and Directives. 
This outfit met only two times 
but somehow managed to spend 
an outlandish $210,000. 

More Murder Plots: The 
Senate Intelligence Committee 
has investigated rumors that the 
CIA plotted assassinations not 
only on foreign soil but right 
here in the United States. 

The Senate investigators have 
tried to run down three separate 
assassination reports. According 
to one rumor, the CIA arranged 
for a Communist agent to be 
thrown off a bridge in New 
York. 

There was another report that 
an enemy operative was 
deliberately run down by a 
truck in New Orleans. 

The third rumor, the wildest 
of all, claimed the CIA cooked 
up a plot to kill former Senator 
Eugene McCarthy during his 
unsuccessful presidential cam- 
paign in 1968. 

All three investigations ran 


into a dead end. The Senate 


committee has uncovered no 
hard evidence of domestic 
assassination plots. 

Ape-Nap: Thailand has ac- 
cused the United States of kid- 
napping 19 of its rare Gibbon 
apes. The complaint has been 
lodged by Thailand's forestry 
chief Pong Leng-ee in a confi- 
dential letter to our Interior 
Department. 

Apparently, the apes were 
smuggled out of Thailand with- 
out proper documents. We have 
traced them to the Davis Cam- 
pus of the University of Califor- 
nia. The university hasn't 
enrolled them but is trying to 
raise an ape colony. Eight are 
still alive. The rest have died. 

The University had no idea, of 
course, that middle men had 
shipped the apes illegally. And 
Interior officials have written 
Pong an abject letter expressing 
“deepest apologies.” 

Russian Rhubarb: Former 
President Nixon’s staunchest 
supporter, Rabbi Baruch Korff, 
has been trying to bring Andrei 
Sakharov to the United States. 
Sakharov is the dissident Soviet 
physicist who won the 1975 Nobel 
Peace Prize. 

Rabbi Korff got Sakharov's 
telephone number from the State 
Department, placed a call to him 
in Moscow and invited him to at- 
tend a Bicentennial event here in 
Washington on December 14. 
The great Russian physicist 
readily accepted. 

But Soviet officials wouldn't 
let Sakharov leave Russia. Pre- 
viously, they refused to let him 
go to Norway to pick up his 
Nobel Peace Prize last month 
because, they claimed, he 
possessed “state secrets.” It was 


’ for the same reason, according to 


a Soviet Embassy spokesman, 
that Sakharov wasn't permitted 
to visit the United States.

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Economy Viewed With 
Cautious Optimism 


At the year-end there is 
cautious optimism based on re- 
cent gains in New England 
employment and a slowing in the 
rate of price inflation Wendell D. 
Macdonald, Regional Com- 
missioner of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics of the U.S. Department 
of Labor reports. In releasing the 
Regional Office’s report, ‘‘New 
England Labor and the Economy 
at the Year-End’’, Mr. Mac- 
donald noted that employment in 
the six-state region has increased 
monthly since February except 
for the July vacation shutdowns 
but is still 138,500 jobs below a 
year ago and substantial expan- 
sion is needed before pre- 
recession job totals are reached. 
Meanwhile, the unemployment 
rate in New England advanced 
from 5.9 percent to 10.8 percent 
between the two Octobers. 

The regional experience in 1975 
through October was similar to 
that of the nation - some 
recovery since last winter but not 
sufficient to attain the levels of 
12 months earlier. The slowest 
industries to expand in percen- 
tage terms have been in the 
manufacturing of durable goods 
and the construction industry. 
Seasonal factors are more 
pronounced for non-durable 


manufacturers who have been — 


recently adding to their payrolls 
at a quicker pace than durables. 
Only the service industries and 
government employment make 
favorable comparisons with a 
year ago. Finance, insurance and 
real estate, wholesale and retail 
trade, and the transportation and 
public utility groups all recorded 
employment declines. 

Price movements were more 
moderate in 1975 than in 1974. 


Wholesale prices rose only 3.7

and state government as to how 
they distribute tax revenues to 
local communities could well 
have an adverse effect on An- 
dover taxpayers. 

“Some of the programs are 
going to be moved from federal 
control to state control, thus 
communities could stand to lose 
some revenues,” the manager 
pointed out. 

Also, the condition of the 
state is an important factor. 
While Andover, and all towns 
and cities in the Com- 
monwealth are due reim- 
bursements, under statutory 
programs, the Commonwealth 
has not always had the entire 
amount of funds due for dis- 
tribution. 

This could well be the case 
again this year, in view of the 
state’s financial condition. 

Already, Andover has been 
included in communities which 
have received additional aid un- 
der one school program and is 
due to be cut back. 

To be reduced in the coming 
year is the reimbursement 
from the state for school 
transportation. Other 
educational programs, for 
which the town has received 
state assistance in the past, are 
also expected to be either 
reduced or dropped completely, 
thus bearing heavily on local 
taxpayers for continued finan- 
cial support. 

Although not prepared to 
comment on the matter, 
another major consideration 
facing the town administrators 
and taxpayers in the coming 
year will be the matter of the 
Sacred Heart property and ad- 
ditional classroom space, 
Austin said. 

While a special study com- 
mittee has recommended 
against acquisition of the 
Sacred Heart buildings, a group 
of Shawsheen residents has an- 
nounced its intent to place the 
matter before the voters at 
town meeting for consideration 
anyway. 

Within the past week, the 
school department has an- 
nounced that it may request 


$750,000 for portable 
classrooms to accomodate 
overcrowded classrooms at the 
secondary level. 

This, Austin notes, may 
effect how people think about 
the Shawsheen property. 

He said he would await 
further discussions among 
school authorities and the 
selectmen, before commenting 
any further on the Shawsheen 
and portable classroom 
proposals. 

The Shawsheen group, 
Friends of Shawsheen 
Neighborhood Association, 
formed in the Spring, has 
become a strong voice in the 
village and could present strong 
support, both in voice and votes 
at the annual town meeting in 
the Spring. 


The problem of housebreaks ~ 


in Andover will be faced during 
1976 by the adminstrators. 

‘There will be more 
emphasis on manpower and 
citizen participation, in an ef- 
fort to combat the rising 
problem of personal property 
losses,’ the manager promised. 

Preliminary budget requests 
for the police department in- 
dicate six additional police of- 
ficers to be assigned between 
the second and third shifts to 
provide more patrols 
throughout the town, the 
manager said. 

Also, there may be some kind 
of program developed to 
provide for more citizen par- 
ticipation in trying to prevent 
breaks. Citizens alerts have 
worked periodically during the 
past year and resulted in some 
decrease in the number of 
house breaks. 

But the effort has not been a 

consistent one, and some effort 
may be made in this area to 
develop a citizen alert program 
to go along with the increased 
enforcement personnel. 
The tax rate could be a problem 
in the year ahead, the manager 
said. The figures are now being 
compiled and there has been 
talk of possible increase in the 
rate, but some policies must be 
set by the selectmen, before 
any firm budget considerations 
can be made. 

the establishment of policy 
will also affect the tax rate 
structuring for the year ahead, 
he said. 

The conservation commission 
will be taking a broader look at 
the property acquisition in 1976 
with a view toward providing 
more recreational areas for the 
town. 

Both the commission and the 
planning board have agreed on 
this perspective for the next 
year, and among the property 
to be included in such examina- 
tion is the Sacred Heart land in 
Shawsheen. 

Such land acquisition would 
provide an almost ready-made 
playground area for the village. 

Austin spoke of the opening of 
the Hewlett-Packard plant in 
West Andover, as among the 
most significant events an- 
ticipated in 1976.

dover industrial area has been 
discussed over a period of ten to 
15 years, he noted, and with the 
tirm development by a major 
industry, it could well open up 
the area for additional in- 
dustrial expansion, 

Arkwright/Boston Insurance 
Co., owners of the industrial 
land, and Hewlett-Packard are 
moving along well with the 
development and the town is 
moving ahead with its commit- 
ment to provide a trunk line 
sewer to the area. 

Austin feels that the overall 
development will prove 
beneficial, not only to Andover, 
but to the entire Merrimack 
Valley, from a standpoint of 
employment and the area 
economy.
